BAYONNE, N.J., Sept. 17 
(AP)—An autopsy shows that 
heart disease contributed to the 
death of the engineer on the 
Jersey Central train that 
plunged into Newark bay. 

And another .finding indi- 
cates that the train’s brakes 
were not applied until it was 
within 300 feet of the open 
drawbridge. 

The third coach of the train 
was recovered from the water 
here today. Bodies of three 
men and a woman were taken 
from the coach. Divers found 
two other bodies floating near- 
by. 

Recovery of the six bodies 
brought the known dead in 
Monday's tragedy to 27. Nine- 
teen other persons, including 
the train’s fireman, brakeman 
and conductor, are missing and 
presumed dead. 

The two engines of the train 
still rested on the bottom of 
the bay. Efforts to raise them 
were expected later today. 


Still a Mystery. 


What happened in the cab of 
the first engine in the final 
seconds before the crash re- 
mained a mystery. 

An autopsy was performed 
yesterday on the body of the 
engineer, Lloyd Wilburn, 63 
years old, of Red Bank. 

Dr. Chester R. Rydwin, who 
performed the autopsy, listed 
the contributory causes of death 
as “hypertensive heart disease, 
pulmonary edema and conges- 
tion of the lungs.” 

A hypertensive heart condi- 
tion is a weakened heart caused 
by high blood pressure. Pui- 
monary edema is congestion 
caused by fluid in the lyngs 
which can result from a heart 
condition or drowning. 

Dr. Francis Boyle, assistant 
Hudson county medical exam- 
iner, said it did not result from 
drowning in Wilburn’s case. 

Boyle was asked directly, 
“Did Mr. Wilburn suffer a 
heart attack?” 

“Just about that,” 
plied. 

The railroad said Wilburn 
had been found fit after tak- | 
ing a required annual physical 
examination July 21. |

The center would provide 
immediate treatment with mod- 
ern drugs, out-patient clinic 
service and psychiatric and 
social work assistance in help- 
ing the alcoholic with personal 
problems, home and social 
life. It would not replace ef- 
forts of Alcoholics Anonymous 
and other private groups work- 
ing in the field, but would 
make them more effective, Dr.

Dr. Ulett estimated there are 
about 40,000 alcoholics in the 
St. .Louis area and that the 
problem costs the community 
more than $9,000,000 a year.

CLEVELAND, Sept. 17 (AP) 
—Senator John W. Bricker at- 
tacked the justices of the 
United States Supreme Court 
today, saying they have a “Just 
for power” delegated to other 
branches of Government. 

In a speech for a Constitu- 
tion day luncheon of the West- 
ern Reserve Society of the 
Sons of the American Revolu- 
tion, Bricker said the usurpa- 
tion of power by the court had 
led this nation to a constitu- 
tional crisis. 

“More and more often, a'ma- | 
jority of the supreme court re- | 
fuses to make an objective ap-| 
plication of law in order to 
carry out its own economic and 
social predilection,” Ohio’s sen- 
ior senator declared. 

Bricker assailed the court’s 
majority for “judicial lawmak- 
ing” and said it was trying to 
create itself as a “third legis- 
lative chamber not elected by 
the people.” 

He said the only way to meet 
the constitutional crisis Was for 
the President and the Senate 
to exercise greater care Yn the 
future in naminating and con- 
firming men for the high court. 

“It is not enough merely to 
be satisfied that a prospec- 
tive justice has nothing de- 
rogatory in his record,” he 
continued. “The President and 
Senate must be sure, beyond 
all reasonable doubt, that he 
has the intellectual honesty 


and the moral courage to sub-

SOUTH ST: PAUL, Minn., 
Sept. 17 (AP)—A B-52 bomber 
on a training mission crashed 
in flames on a farm last night. 
The co-pilot parachuted to safe- 
ty. Seven other crew members 
were missing and presumed

The giant jet plane, based 
at Loring Air Force Base, 
Limestone, Me., missed the 
densely populated Minneapolis-. 
St. Paul metropolitan district 
by three miles. 

Exploding fuel tanks of the 
big plane fired the house, barn 


and outbuildings on the Au- 
gust Kahl farm three m 

south of here. Eight mem- 
bers of the Kahl family, 


representing three generations, | 


were hospitalized as a result of 
burns, three in serious condi- 
tion. 

The plane had been in the 
air eight hours on a practice 
bombing mission to Minneap- 
olis when it crashed. 

Identification of the missing 
crewmen was withheld until 
their families were notified. 

Capt. Jack Douglas Craft, 
the co-pilot, parachuted to safe- 
ty. He reported the big ship 
“started to come apart in the 
air.” He was hospitalized suf- 
fering from shock, cuts and 
bruises. He could give no word 
of his seven fellow crew mem- 
‘bers, 

Witnesses reported seeing 
the plane in flames as it roared 
toward the ground. As _ it 
crashed and exploded, there 
was a geyser of fire visible for 
10 miles. Fuel spewing from 
the ruptured tanks set fire to 


several acres of brush and 
grass.

The Indian proposal 
declares that only thé People’s 
Republic of China, the Com- 
munist government of the 
mainiand, is in position to 
speak for thé 600,000,000 Chi- 
nese of the mainland. 

The general debate, opening 
tomorrow, also is expected to 


erence to it. 
"U.S. Support Weak. 

What the absence of the 
Formosa strait crisis from the 
agenda at this point really 
means is that the United States 
hopés the issue will be re- 
solved withotit being threshed 
out in the U.N.—where sup- 
port for the American policies 
is weak. Russia, on the other 
hand, in not bringing up the 
subject immediately, seems to 
think patience will serve its 
interests better. 

In the Russian view, the 
threat of making a U.N. issue 
of the Formosa strait situation 
is a club to hang over the head 
of the American negotiator, 
Ambassador Jacob D. Beam, in 
Warsaw. A Russian spokes- 
man said today it was quite 
possible the Soviet Union will 
bring up the issue as an agenda 
item, later, 

Meanwhile, a delegate close 
to the Russians said it was the 
Soviet view that the United 
States is in a weak negotiating 
position in Warsaw—in that 
Chiang Kai-shek’s Nationalist 
China can pull the rug out 
from under the American ne- 
gotiators simply by refusing 
to accept whatever arrange- 
ments might be agreed to 


there. 

As the United Nations began 
its routine agenda-building 
work today; however, it had 
been demonstrated that the 
United States still holds great 
power to muster votes in the 
U.N., however its policies may 
fare in the world outside. 

The election yesterday of 
Charles Habib Malik of Leba- 
non as president of the thir- 
teenth regular session of the 
General Assembly was an ex- 
ample of that. Malik suffered 
almost every conceivable po- 
litical liability—but he had the 
support of the United States 
and was elected by a vote of 
45 to 31, with four abstentions, 

Malik, a Christian Arab often 
identified with the United 
viewpoint in world 
politics,‘had lost the support 
of most Asian, African and 
Middle Eastern countries in 
the rough and tumble of the 
erisis in Lebanon. This group, 
and the Communist bloc, sup- 
ported Mohammed Ahmed 
Mahgoub, Foréign Minister of 
Sudan. 

- Good Sportsmanship. 

After his election, Malik 
held a press conference at 
whieh he stressed the unity 
of the Arab countries, and the 
“good sportsmanship” of his 
contest with Mahgoub. 

He also declared that in his 
opinion the situation in the 
Middle East had settled down 
considerably, and that it was 
quite possible the Far East— 
Formosa—would come to the 
forefront in U.N. discussions. 

Malik said he was particular- 
ly interested, as president of 


the Assembly, to use his influ-’ 


ence to “push for disarma- 
ment.” Asked if’the absence of 
Réd China from disarmament 
discussions would be a handi- 
cap, he, answered that “it cer- 
tainly would make a differ- 
ence.” / 

Malik’s personal fate, in Leb- 
anese politics, is still uncertain. 
He said at his press conference 
that “what happens to me after 
the present government —I 
don’t know.” A few govern- 
ment is to take over in Lebanon 
Sept. 24. He added, however, 
that he is still Foreign Minis- 
ter of Lebanon, 

Malik, whatever the insecuri- 
ties of ‘present position, is 
highly respected by diplomats 
here. He was a village scholar- 
ship boy in Lebanon who be- 
came a P professor,

Forty-five per cent of all 
jobs in the Soviet Union are 
held by women; women com- 
prise more than 40 per cent of 
all industrial workers, and 30 
per cent of all building workers. 
Women do not, however, serve 
in the Soviet Army. In theory, 
a woman can reach any politi- 
cal. position in the state, but 
comparatively few achieve the 
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highest posts. Still, 348 of the 
1347 deputies to the Supreme 
Soviet are women, und there 
are eight women on the Central 
Committee of the party, which 
numbers 133. 
Beauty For Women. 

Women, within the circum- 
scriptions of Soviet puritanism, 
are being encouraged to pretti- 
fy themselves; a good many 
primitive beauty shops exist in 
Moscow, and courses have even 
been set up to teach women how 
to use mild cosmetics, clean up 
their skin, and so forth. (Inci- 
dentally, very few Russian 
women smoke.)

Two Statements. 
After the conference at New- 


port, Dulles issued a relatively 
mild statement in which he 
said that the President had not 
yet been called on to find that 
“the emplovment of the armed 
forces is required or appropri- 
ate in insuring the defense of 
Formosa.” 


But then with the same re- 
porters to whom he had handed 
the statement he held a “back- 
ground briefing” with his re- 
marks attributable only to a 
“high official” of the United 
States. 


In that briefing, Dulles went 
much further, so that news 
stories out of the conference 
stated flatly that the United 
States would repel any attempt 
to take the islands. So far as 
world opinion was concerned, 
however, Dulles was not held 
responsible for this announce- 
ment. Dulles was greatly an- 
noyed when a reporter at: his 
press conference asked him if 


he had been the high official 
at Newport. 

Two days later, the  Presi- 
dent flew to Washington for a 
meeting witht members of the 
National Security Council. 
Some of those present weré 
surprised to hear him take an 
uncompromising line in view 
of the doubts he had at one 
time expressed about the mili 
tary wisdom of undertaking 
the defense of islands. ' 

Dulles Does Work Well. 

But Dulles with his great 
skill as a persuader. had done 
his work well. The President's 
televised address from the 
White House represented af 
even stronger line than Dulles 
had taken at his press confer- 
ence. It put the defense of 
Quemoy and Matsu on the 
highest moral plane as a com- 
mitment to the American con- 
viction that aggression cannot 
be sanctioned where aggression 
threatens existing territory. 

This is the background of 
the speech that has been drawn 
both praise for a firm stand 
for righteousness and blame 
for committing American 
forces to the defense of two 
small coastal islands within 
range of Communist shore bat- 
teries.

Two Disarmament Steps - 

Big-power negotiations on the -suspension 
of nuclear tests, technical talks on means of 
preventing surprise attack, and of 
talk about both in the U.N, General Assembly . 
—that is the prospect for this fall in the field 
of disarmament. 
words thus guaranteed, mankind must hope 
that some small beginning of accomplishment 
can also be recorded. 

Soviet Ambassador Gromyko gave notice 
on the very first day of the Assembly session’ 
that Russia intends to make the cessation of 
nuclear tests a major issue of debate. He 
knows very well that the place for serious 
negotiation of the question is in the direct 
talks scheduled to start in Geneva Oct, 31. 
But if the United States is in favor of a test 
suspension without entangling conditions, as 
it should be, it has nothing to fear from the 
coming propaganda contest. . 

Another key disarmament issue comes td 
the fore with Russia’s acceptance of the 
American proposal for a technical conference 
on preventing surprise attack. Besides want- 
ing all “appropriate” officials to participate, 
Moscow asks that the parley be enlarged to 
include Britain, France and Belgium for the 
West and Poland, Czechoslovakia and Ro- 
mania for the East. Both these suggestions 
should serve to give the talks, scheduled to 
begin in Geneva on Nov. 10, a wider sig- 
nificance. 

President Eisenhower has appointed Gen. 
Alfred M. Gruenther, former supreme com- 
mander of NATO and now president of the 
American Red Cross, to head the United 
States delegation. Gen. Gruenther, because 
of his record as a military adviser to the first 
Secretary of Defense, the late James Forres- 
tal, his experience as a general up front in 
World War II and his NATO background, is 
ideally fitted for this appointment. 

Both the United States‘and Soviet Russia 
have suffered surprise attacks—Pearl Harbor 
in 1941; Port Arthur in 1904 and the Nazi 
attack in 1941. Sudden attacks such as these, 
made with planes or ballistic missiles, could 
be catastrophic to either nation. The mere 
fact that exploratory talks intended to pre- 
vent such attacks were going on would be 
most encouraging. 

If the conference found a solution to the 
technical difficulties in the path of the proj- 
ect, this would be of immense help to the 
diplomats who would have to negotiate the 
actual political decisions. And if safeguards 
against both nuclear tests and surprise attack 
could be devised, disarmament might be on 
the way, 


Ambassador for a Year 


The past 12 months have been eventful 
ones on the lovely little island of Ceylon. 
nestled close to India’s southern tip. Scores 
have been killed in riots that resulted from 
an upsurge of nationalism, religious strife 
and strikes. The Communists have been 
making progress. The Parliament has been 
disrupted. 

Maxwell H. Gluck arrived on the scene 
last September as United States ambassador 
a few weeks after the trouble began. The 
post, which pays only $16,000 annually, had 
been vacant a year. Like many a diplomatic 
post, it was regarded as something to be 
awarded to a -party campaign contributor. 
Mr. Gluck, who contributed heavily in 1952 
and 1956, attracted more attention than any 
other Ceylon-bound appointee ever: had be- 
cause he revealed to a Senate committee that 
he knew nothing about the island—not even 
the name of its prime minister. 

‘There have been two bits of news concern- 
ing Mr. Gluck since he took his post. In 
January, an Associated Press staff writer re- 


ported the ambassador was working hard and 


was well liked by the Ceylonese. Last week 
there came word that Mr. Gluck’s resignation, 
submitted because of a number of unspeci- 
fied personal considerations, had been ac- 
cepted by Président Eisenhower. So now 
Mr. Gluck will be going back to his chain 
of women’s dress shops and his race horses. - 

Ceylon is a gateway to India. It is an im- 
portant one and things are moving fast. The 
next ambassador should be a person who has 
distinct qualifications for the job-——and is 
ready to keep it for more than.the year he 
needs to familiarize himself with it. 


The City’s First American 


The spring of 1804—the year after Jeffer- 
son’s great real estate deal with Napoleon— 
was an exciting one in these parts. Merri- 
wether Lewis, William Clark and their men 
were encamped on the other side of the Mis- 
sissippi—at the Riviere du Bois—busily huild- 
ing boats. Gen. Billy Clark was inclined to 
stay over there to keep the work going while 
Lewis, whose heart was uncommitted, de- 
lighted to come to town to consult with 
Chouteau, Lisa, Labadie and Gratiot, and to 
be entertained at the dances arranged by 
their wives and their daughters. But both 
Lewis and Clark crossed the river with Capt. 
Amos Stoddard on March 9, 1804, 

That was the first day of the ceremonial 
transfer of Upper Louisiana to the United 
States, On that first day, Stoddard acted as 
a representative of the French Government, 
accepting the territory from the Spanish Gov- 
ernor, Delassus. So the French flag went up. 
And it was only then that St. Louis really 
became a French city. | 

Laclede was unaware in 1764 that he was 
founding what he promised would be “one 
of the most beautiful cities of America’ on 
Spanish soil. It was a while before a Spaniard 
appeared to tell him that a reckless French 
monarch had signed away all the territory 
west of the Mississippi. The Spaniard was a 
mild man, glad to accept Laclede's hospitality 
and to approve all that Laclede and his crusty 
friend, St. Ange, had done, So, on the whole, 
were the Spaniard’s successors, and so, by 
and large, the Frenchmen tolerated them in 
their new town. ' 

But when Stoddard raised the Freneh ban- 
ner, the St. Louisans stood under the flag 
they would have preferred to fly for the pre- 
vious 40 years. “Captain,” they said to Stoq- 
dard, “please let that flag fly all night; let it

formed a guard of honor and celebrated 
through all that night because their city was 
officially, if briefly;-French.

It is unfortunate that Con- 
gress was not equally alert to the fact that 
money, while it cannot inculcate wisdom, can 
be of the greatest utility to those devoted to 
education. Lame legs are bad; but after all, 
lame brains are worse. 


The Governor and the Singer 


Considering that opera singers have long 
been entitled by tradition to be highly tem- 
peramental and that Spain is a land where 
temperament flourishes, what happened to 
Ettore Bastianini when he sang in Bilbao is 
surprising. 

Signor Bastianini, the noted Italian bari- 
tone, was singing the “Cavatine” from “The 
Barber of Seville’ when he detected a few 
hisses. He was, to say the least, badly miffed. 
So at the conclusion of the performance he 
capriciously declined to accept a gold medal 
offered him by the Bilbao Society of Friends 
of the Opera. The governor of Bilbao there 
upon had Signor Bastianini arrested for “dis- 
playing a lack of consideration for the audi- 
ence” and detained until he paid a fine of 
10,000 pesetas ($225). 

While it cannot be said that Signor Basti- 
anini looked a gift horse in the mouth it is 
apparent that he slapped one across the face. 
And it cost him 10,000 pesetas. 


Trial Balloon 

Gov. Blair has suggested applying a kind 
of Hoover reorganization plan to Missouri's 
government. Offered frankly as a “trial bal- 
loon” during a television discussion, the plan 
would let the Governor shift agencies, abol- 
ish them or prescribe new functions for them 
—and the Legislature would have 90 days in 
which to veto the action if it disapproved. 

That is the way the system works in the 
Federal Government. It is not the way it 
works in Missouri. Any major reorganization 
effort now needs advance approval by the 
Legislature or by. the voters, in the form of a 
constitutional amendment. Thus in 1946 
some 90 departments, boards, and bureaus 
were consolidated into nine departments. Of 
course, not many things work the same way 
at the state level as they do at the national 
level. Missouri still operates on the theory 
of diffused’ powers; it still elects a State 
Treasurer, Attorney General and Secretary 
of State. The Governor’s powers are limited. 

As Gov. Blair noted, he could not possibly 
use the reorganization measure he suggests 
before his term ends in 1960. Nevertheless, 
politicians with an eye to patronage and 
power may soon be shooting at the Governor's 
trial balloon, If it stays in the air until the 
next legislative session, it will be because the 
people of the state want to keep the idea 
aloft and alive, We think it should be.

The 
only apparent achievement of 
SEATO has been the alienation of 
India, which is justly frightened by 
the armaments sent to Pakistan. The 
major trouble spot in the Far East 
is excluded from SEATO jurisdiction 
(Formosa). 

Our failure to recognize the ex- 
istence of Communist China is un- 
realistic, and Mr. Dujles’s. hope that 
prolonged wishful thinking will 
cause the collapse of this commu- 
nist regime berders on the ridic- 
ulous.

The big bronzeback bass was 
hungry. There was a feeling 
of fall in the air and the cool 
nights of mid-September had 
lowered the water temperature 
appreciably from that of Au- 
gust. Through the hot summer 
days the large bass had re- 
treated to the cool depths of 
the lake. They foraged in the 
shallows at night but only long 
enough to satisfy their immed- 
iate hunger. 
turned to the deep, dark holes 
to spend the daylight hours 
listlessly. Few morsels of food 
reached them in their subter- 
raneah haunts and those that 
did were mostly ignored. 

Occasionally a night angler 
would drift a weighted lure 

ast their abode. Some of the 
ess wary fish had been hoisted 
from the depths, struggling and 
fighting, never to return to the 
waters where they had spent 
the August days in cool com- 
fort. Many had felt the barb 
of the hook and escaped. Others 
had been pulled to the water’s 
surface but their leaping, tail- 
walking acrobatics had finally 
freed them from the bait and 
they had returned to their 
homes wiser. 

Old Bronzeback had seen the 
others disappear and in his 
younger days he, too, had felt 
the sting of the hook. When he 
was a youngster of three years, 
and weighed in at four pounds, 
he had foolishly lunged at a 
surface bait that appeared to 
him to be a fat frog swimming 


leisurely along in the shallowsr 


The “frog” was a man-made 
contraption designed to lure | 
him. 


Jig atid Eel Tempting 
One night after he had missed 
the bedtims meal a juicy 
salamander (called jig and eel 
by the anglers) came slowly 
crawling along on the bottom. 
The lure stirred up. a streak of 
mud and its movement and 
action were so: realistic that 
the veteran of many narrow 
escapes was completely fooled. 
He gingerly nibbled at the soft, 
black pork rind and found it 
tasty. But the angler was over- 
anxious to set the hook and the 
bait was abruptly jerked from 
the fish’s mouth. Bronzeback 
retreated to his lair and, al- 
though the pseudo meal was 
dragged past him many times 
that night; he stilled his 
hunger and refused to be 
tempted again. by the false 
promise of a satisfying repast. 
Sir years had elapsed and 


Bronzebaeck now weighed a4 


hefty 10 pounds, Only a few 
bass in the man-made im- 
poundment could match him in 
length and girth. He saw a few 
of the wise ones as he cruised 
about with fanning fins and 
waving tail. They, too, had 
learned by painful experience 
to be cautious and alert. 

Some of the anglefs cast 
weird contraptions in their di- 
rection that resembled nothing 
they had ever encountered on 
the surface or in the depths. 
Some of the lures appeared 
to be wounded minnows crip- 
pling along as if frantically 
trying to escape. Man-made lo- 
custs, grasshoppers, frogs and 
artificial baits that buzzed with 
an angry whine were cast to- 
ward the bass during the day- 
light hours but Old Bronzeback 
and his companions disdained 
the offers, They had been 
fooled before and were not to 
be tempted again. 

It was autumn again and the 
black gums and sumacs had 
turned crimson. Many other 
trees were russet, yellow and 
gold. The verdant pines on the 
steep bluffs above the lake 
added their cdloration to the 
vistas as the anglers silently 
floated and cast, their lures 
shoreward. Feeding bass were 
chasing minnows on the rocky 
points and bluegill were dim- 
pling the water’s surface as they 
greedily devoured the small, 
spent insects. The cool, crisp 
evening air was invigorating to 
the fishermen and the sun was 
setting behind a high rugged 
limestone bluff. 


Bronze's Battle 


This stretch of water was the 
home of Old Bronzeback. Here 
he had fought his battles over 
the years and had won them all.

Already, 
the Nationalist guns on Que- 
moy cannot be used for seri- 
ous counter-battery ‘fire, be- 
cause the garrison commahder 
has no prospect of replenish- 
ing his stocks of ammunition. 

In short, the offshore islands 
are not Berlin. It may put off 
the evil day of final choice, 
but it will not solve the prob- 
lem to push a trickle of sup- 
plies through the Communist 
artillery blockade of Quemoy. 
No one can suppose that such 
a position can be indefinitely 
held in such a manner, with- 
out a military or political or 
psychological crackup some- 
where. The attempt, if pro- 
longed, will be nothing more 
or less than an invitation to 
a crackup; and there are plen- 
ty of signs here that a crack- 
up will result. 

Only Force Counts. 

In other words, if the Prési- 
dent and retary Dulles real- 
ly mean what: they have said, 
the only way to defend Quemoy 
is in the classi¢al manner, by 
meeting force with force. If 
the firm intention to do this 
is revealed—by turning loose 
the Chinese Nationalist pilots 
to attack mainland targets, for 
instance—there will then be 
some chance that the Chinese 
communists will agree to a 
cease-fire. 

If Peiping will not agree to 
a cease-fire after the United 
States has manifested a firm 
intention to meet force with 
force, then it will be abun- 
dantly clear that Peiping is 
ready to run all risks in order 
to gain a smashing victory. 
here. Furthermore, if the 
American Government is not 
willing to meet force with 
force, the Chinese Communists 
will quite surely gain their 
victory in the end. .In this 
event, the impact of the vic- 
tory, so well forecast by both 
the President and Dulles, witb. 
become vastly more shatter- 
ing, just because the President 
and Dulles have sworn to pre- 
vent such a victory. 

It is all very well, of course, 
to be patient and meek and 
eager to negotiate. But read- 
iness to meet force with force 
is the only card the United 
States can play to bring the 
Chinese Communists to rea- 
son. Patience and meekness 
may make a good impression 
in London, but they are bound 
to confirm Peiping’s conviction 
that the American Govern-

Charles Culp Burlingham, Long Foe 
of Crooked Politicians and a Power 
Behind New York Political Scene, 
Recalls His Boyhood in St. Louis

NEW YORK, Sept. 17. 

CHARLES CULP BURLING- 
HAM, one of New York’s out- 
standing citizens, a former St. 
Louisan, was 100 years old the 
other day. 

“Young people have been 
coming to see what a 100-year- 
old goat is like,” chuckled the 
peppery old gentleman who be- 
came famous as a great liberal. 
He has spent a lifetime as a 
civie crusader and is recog- 
nized as a powerful figure be- 
hind the New York political 
scene. He has fought dishonest 
public officials and crooked 
politicians and has always 
urged men worthy of public 
trust to accept high govern- 
mental positions. 

Interviewed at his summer 
home at Old Black Point, 
Conn., some 145 miles from 
Manhattan on Long Island 
Sound, Burlingham displayed 
a remarkable memory for 
events almost a century past. 


He recalled his boyhood in 
St. Louis and mixed talk of 
trivialities and great. issues 
with amazing zest. Although 
blind and deaf, he is still a fine 
figure of a man. 

Born in Plainfield, N. J., the 
son of a Baptist minister, the 
Rev. Aaron Hale Burlingham, 
young Charles was taken to 
Europe as a child when his 
father was called to the’ pulpit 
of the American Chapel in 
Paris. 

He remembers that the At- 
lantic crossing on a Sailing ves- 
se] took 28 days to Liverpool. 
In Paris, he once saw Napoleon 
III pass in a carriage and back 
in New York he saw the fu- 
neral procession of Abraham 
Lincoln as it passed up Broad- 
way in 1865. Once while stay- 
ing with his family at the As- 
tor House, young Charles was 
chosen to present a bouquet of 
flowers to Gen. Ulysses S. 
Grant. 

“In 1866 my father was 
to the Second Baptist Church 
in St. Louis,” Burlingham re- 
called. “That was 92 years ago 
and I was 8 years old. I don't 
remember where that church 
was, but later father got them 
to build a new one at about 
Twenty-third street, on either 
Olive or Locust. 

“St. Louis was awful in those 
days. It was the dirtiest city 
that ever existed. They burned 
soft coal and you had to change 
a white shirt twice a day. They 
paved the streets with lime- 
stones, which were crushed by 
the vehicle wheels and turned 
into a fine powder, I remem- 
ber seeing men on horseback 
drive cattle and mules through 
the streets.” 

Immediately on reaching St. 
Louis, young Charles was en- 
rolled in Smith Academy, 
which was operated in connec- 
tion with Washington Universi- 
ty. He spent the next eight

“He used to get ms boys to- 
gether and read Shakespeare's 
plays,” Burlingham laughed. 
“Then when Edwin Booth, the 
great actor, came to town in a 
Shakespearean production, the 
group would go to Ben’ De- 
Barr’s Theater to see the show. 
But not me. I couldn’t go be- 
cause I was the son of a Bap- 
tist minister. I fixed all that 
later when I got away from 
home.” 

When Charles entered Wash- 
ington University there were 
only 12 young men in his class 
and after two years he decided 
he wanted to go to a bigger 
school. With a St. Louis friend, 
Frank W. Taussig, he entered 
Harvard in 1876. 

“We took in the Philadelphia 
Centennial that summer before 
entering school,” Burlingham 
recalled. “I remember at the 
Centennial I saw George Wash- 
ington’s false teeth. Don’t know 
why that sticks in my memory. 
Those false teeth are now in 
the Smithsonian, I understand. 
Another thing I remember is a 
side show I saw with a woman 
who had no hands and was 
knitting with her feet.” 


Young Charles received his 
bachelor’s degree from Har- 
vard in 1879 and his law de- 
gree from Columbia University 
in 1881. Admitted to the bar 
that same year, he soon became 
famous as a liberal and a re- 
former. Recognized as an au- 
thority on admiralty and inter- 
national law, he handled litiga- 
tion in the American courts 
arising from the Titanic dis- 
aster in 1912, and it was this 
connection with martime cases 


—o~ that won him esteem in the 
odfied ~ 


British legal fraternity. 


Twice president of Bar Asso- 
ciation of the City of New York, 
Burlingham has been called 
“New York’s Prime Citizen” 
and the “Elderly Statesman of 
the Bar,” but he is perhaps 
best described as the godfa- 
ther of city reform. 

In 1913 he formed the Citi- 
zens’ Municipal Committee with 
He L. Stimson, Joseph H. 
Choate, Frederick Coudert, Os- 
car S. Straus and other nota- 
bles, and succeeded in ousting 
the Tammany Hall regime and 
electing: John Purroy Mitchél 
on a Fusion ticket as Mayor 
of New York. 

Twenty years later he was 
chairman of the Fusion com- 
mittee that elected Fiorello La- 
Guardia as Mayor after the 
Samuel Seabury disclosures of 
corrupt conduct by Tammany 
political bosses and their hench- 
men in office. 

An independent Democrat, 
Burlingham never hesitated to 
cross party lines or back un- 
popular candidates and causes 
he thought worthy and just. In 
1935 he suggested Republican 
Thomas Dewey as special coun- 
sel to the inquiry into the 
alliance between politics and 
the underworld. That was the 
start of Dewey’s racket-busting 
reputation which led him to. 
the governorship of New York. 
Burlingham himself never 
sought or held public office, 
with the exception of six years 
as member and president of 
the New York City Board of 
Education. 


One of the causes in which 
he labored hardest was the 
fight for court reform. In a 
tribute to the lawyer on his 
latest birthday Aug. 31, Jus- 
tice Felix Frankfurter of 
the United States Supreme 
Court wrote: “One is prob- 
ably safe in saying that for

When Sacco and Vanzetti 
were about to be executed in 
1927, Burlingham said: “I have 
the uncomfortable feeling that

partment refused to issue a 
visa to the Very Rev. Hewlett 
Johnson, “The Red Dean of 
Canterbury,” for a visit to the 
United States, Burlingham 
snorted: “Shades of Jefferson. 
An elderly clergyman who 
holds one of the most distin- 
guished ecclesiastical posts in 
the world is forbidden to enter 
the land of the free and the 
home of the brave.” 

Today Burlingham says Pres- 
ident Eisenhower ought to fire 
Secretary of State Dulles, and 
“we've got to untangle this 
racial mess’ which is all the 
worse now “because we're 100 
years late tackling the aah 
lem.” 

Up to the time his sight 
failed, Burlingham was also ac- 
tive in church and pbhilan- 
thropie affairs. He has a deep 
appreciation of great art and at 
the time of this interview was 
looking forward to a visit from 
Prof. Frederick Hartt, of the 


art department of Washington 
University and an old friend of 
the Burlingham family. 

A widower since 1937, Bur- 
lingham has been described as 
a man who “dignified and en- 
riched” everything he ever 
touched. 

On his birthday, congratula- 
tory messages poured in by the 
hundreds, including ones from 
President Eisenhower, Gov. 
Harriman and New York City 
Mayor Robert Wagner. 

“They wrote a lot of guff 
about me in the papers,” he 
chuckled. “You think people 
want to waste time reading 
about an old goat 100 years 
old?” 

And the old gentleman's 
rules for a long life? He hasn't 
any. He's been too busy to 
bother with rules; a

Summing Up the Fair 
MOSCOW. 

IN ORDER TO RETAIN 2a continuity of events of my 
present trip I should like to write at least One more article 
abéut'the Brussels World's Fair before telling of our flight 
to Moscow. ‘ 

I talked to many representatives of the Belgian Govern- 
ment and to many of the people who have been active in 
promoting the exhibition, and they all feel deeply that. the 
fair has succeeded in giving a picture of a better life,for 
mankind—more comforts, greater joys and pleasures and 
less, sensions—with one reservation. That reservation, if we 
are to. achieve these goals, would be to be at peace—to’ ‘be 
allowed to develop our mutual] contacts and our own skills 
and resources. 


Now that I have seen so many of the pavilions 
and their activities I have a clearer point of view 
‘“of what we have tried to do in our exhibit. Without 
any question, I think that by day and by light 
at night we have used our land well. The foun- 
tain is lovely, the apple trees heavy with fruit 
are a source of pleasure, and our building is 
architecturally—inside and out—one of the most 
beautiful, if not the most beautiful, of all the 
buildings. Some of our individual exhibits are per- 
fect for the theme that the Belgians wished to de- 
velop, and they tell the story of our own achieve- 
ments in the bes! possible way. 


“Tf our exhibit lacked anything, Jt was perhaps imagina- 
tion: If the appropriation had been somewhat larger it 
may have been possible to hire someone with imagination 
and co-ordinating ability to organize all the exhibits so 
that as one progressed one saw and understood the life 
of the people in the Unitéd States and felt that he was 
in asection of our country living that life with the people. 

That is what we wanted to achieve, but did not quite 
put-.it over; I am afraid. The Dutch spent | very well 
in doing this. As one walks through their’ area there is 
ho doubt that one is walking through a part of Holland. 

The Soviet Union, having to cover only a 40-year period 
—going back to 1918—tried to tell its story with paint- 
ings on the Walls. The emphasis is on the joy in work— 
not on an leisure time—and on the importance of health 
largely because of the need for work. Their exhibit is a 
stupendous show of machinery, of scientific machinery, 
and of a growing ability to do what we have een doing 
for-over 100 years and which many of the countries of 
Europe have been doing for much longer. 


It' was more important for us to tell the Euro- 
‘pean world and visitors from Asia, Africa and 
South America what we are able to do today in 
the way of making life more agreeable and leisure 
moré possible and more truly valuable in cul- 
tural ways for our people. » . 


Perhaps this may be a small criticism, but I think 
our exhibits could have had bigger lettering on the 
signs, which would have made them a lot easier to read for 
marily more people. I think, too, the small business ma- 
chines unit should be in motion all the time because things 
such as those become most interesting when you see them 
working. y 

Our theater at the fair, it seems, left something to be 
@esired in the minds of many, but I am told it was not 
well “advertised. I do know that the Russian ballet in 
the theater in town drew people more easily and, there- 
fore, probably mare people.
